and thieves in pur penal institutions, 
Making it uow a misdemeanor to print 
anything which may be oonsidored 
„ltby“ or “hegustiog,” onlarges tho 
powers of n censor who has thus far 
shown neither intelligence nor discrimi: 
nation—one, indeed, who is governed 
more by vindictiveness than by any good 
motive whatsoover,

WHO FAVOR HIGHER EDUCATION, 

The opposers of these (medical) bills 
nroin favor of the widest facilities for ob- 
taining amedical education. They would 


multiply our medical colleges, They 
would ‘have anatomy and physiology 
taught without emasculation in our 
common schools throughontthecouutry, 
In brief, they believo in the most ox- 
tended facilities for obtaining medical 
learning, and jointly with this, they bos 
lieve in the widest medical freedom, 
aud why? Simply because progress in 
medicine pomes not from what are called 
the “liguts of the profession“ comes 
not from those who learn a fow estabe 
lishod rules and who not only abide by 
these rules but insist that everybody 
else shall aleo bs bound by them. Most 
ofour valuable discovories in surgery 
and medicine como from those who nro 
regarded aa irregular, Halnemann 
bimself,the trst homimopath,was opposed 
by tho same kind of people who are 
working for these laws; so was Prossa 
nitz the founder of bydropathy, So wae 
Hnnter, who brought out tho dirst valuas 
ble works on syphilis. So was Sum 
Thompson whose valuable remedies 
enter largely into our pharmugopevin. 
And yot Hahnemann, Prosanitz, Hunter, 
Thompson, and a host of others wo 
wight uame, have brought rich trenaures 
into the fold of medicinu, Under the free. 
dom which oxisted before proscriptive 
lawa wore injected into the codes of the 
various States, medicine made such 
rapid strides lu this country that our 
American practice won respect and nd- 
miration throughout the civilized world; 
onr dentistry tho same. It is useless 
under the pretenso of here and thero 
suppressing a gnack to make, auch 
restrictions as will overywhere disconr- 
ago native genius nud mnko it a mia- 
demeanor, punishable with n fino and 
imprisonment, kor como inventive mind 
supported by a generous hoart and a 
kindly hand, to givo relief to human 
suffering because he ia not a graduate 
of some one of onr modionl colleges 
All this talk howevor, about suppress. 
ivg quackery, would he taken for just 
hut it is worth,it is utterly worthless -— 
if the selish interests which inspire the 
ud vocnteg of medical legislation could 
be generally understuod.—Ioote’a Heulth

A. Tho“admission of women“ to dif- 
feront and moro nearly equal oppor- 
tunities to gain a livelibood, is ulready 
operating to remedy one ovil, that of the 
marringo fur n home by women. It ia 
tending, too, to disprove tho old idea 
that a wife who fulfills the duties 
of housekeeper, general soamstress, 
cook, laundress, nurgo, wothor and wifo, 
is supported by tho husband, Tt is im- 
possible to foretell what would be the 
reault of tho univorsal adoption of 
Woman's Suffrage npon this or any 
othor social question, Marriage Reform, 
the most strenuously needed of all sas 
cal reforms, ennnot, in my opinion, bo 
accomplished by legislation, or statute 
ouforcemont. It muy bo expected that 
woman wonld be brgalenod in thought, 
and character, Lyžtlie exérofeo of tho 
frouchise nid N respousibility” in gone” 
oral affairs ns sho te by any study or pure 
suit that transtors her sonl force from 
feeling, evclustuely, to tho notlvity of 
thought aud couscionco. 

Q. 1. What effoct would n homo edu · 
cation - fostoriug au indepondont, self. 
helpful character in young girla--hjave 
jn changing the lawa? 

A. Home oducation of both boys aud 
girls to moro intelligent aud higher viowa

ROBBERY OK THE Poor, 


among the many methods by 
which the workers in the human 
hive are robbed by the scheming 
noneproducers—the droues— a 
prominent place mu- t be accorded 
tothe very comtaon, not to say 
very fushionable aud popular one 
of hank-robbery. Not the kind of 
bank robbery for vhich the James 
bovs and the Youngers were ouce so 
noted, but the more common, more 
respeetable, and yet infinitely meane 
er, because more cowardly, method 
by which the bank official inveigles 
the coutiding public into depositing 
their earningsin his yaults and then 
proeceda to use aud abuse this trust 
by private speculation, or by skip. 
ping out with the money to Cana- 
eln, leaving his depositors, or per- 
chance his bondsmen, to bear the 
loss as Dest thev ean. 


During the past week two some- 
what noted instances of this spe- 
cies of robbery have been given by 
the papers—one in the west and 
one in the east. The first was that 
of the Leavenworth savings bank. 
Speaking of this a “special” to the 
Kansas City Z'imes says; 

It is the most disastrous failure that has 
occurred hero for years, owing to the large 
number of mali deposits, nll coming from 
the poorer clasvos. ‘Iho Uabliities will 
rench over $75,000, while the naseta nro only 
about 820,000. In tho langonge of John 
Wilson, president of the Great Western mans 
ufacturing company of this city, who war 
made temporary asaignes, “It's n completo 
wreck.” 

‘The parties most directly impli- 
eated in this robbery are the prosi- 
dent and enshier, R. P. Clement, 
and a directer nnd stockholder 


nined Sosson, 

R. P, Cloment, the president and cashier, 
haa nbaconded, leaving for Canada Sunday 
night, and thoogh the officials of the bank 
knew that he had gone for good and that the 
inetitution was a wreck thoy continued to 
receive deposits until tha close of banking 
houra yesterday afternoon. 


Thus it would seem that it was 
u regularly organized conspiracy to 
rob the depositors, ubout three liun- 
dred of whose numes are published, 
nearly all of whom were poor work- 
ing people, “Throughout the day,’ 
says the corespondent of the Times, 
‘nen, women, little bays and girls 
who had their Jittle mites in the 
bank, attempted to gain entrance 
but failed.” 


O£ Clement the reporter says: 

Tho nbsconding cfficer left n Jotter, ad- 
dresred to the directore.in which he stated 
that when he came to Leavenworth ha was 
in debt about $16,000, having invested in 
mining stocks and other enterprises, iu all 
of which he lost. This he repaid oct of the 
bank's money. He bad also used $22.00 in 
a wheat donl and had Jost that sum. Other 
bad speculations mado a total indebtedness 
to the bank of 851,000. Ho stated further 
that he wasn rumed man and couldu’t face 
those whom he bad ruined. : 

O£ Slosson tha Writer has this to 
sny: 

W. B. Slosson, a member of the state tem- 
perone union, and A director and stock- 
older in the bank, witha nominal amount 
apposred to bathe hend und front of the in- 
atituion, Hawas instrumental in drawing 
in a namber of now directors und soliciting 
denorits. $ N

would seem that leading merchants 
and the press were in collusion with 
tho ofticers of the bunk to rob the 
poor people whose small deposits 
often, represented) their entire 
wealth: 

The savings bank had been doing a thriv: 
ing business since its orgavization because of 
{he announcement of tho directors which 
contains the naines of the best merchants in 
tho city, though the amonnt of stock hold 
anch did not exceed $300, 

‘The locat morning paner always spoke of 
the bank in the highest terms, urging the 
poorer peoplo to deposit their earnings, 


In treating of the moral aspects 
of human conduct it is always le- 
gitimnte to inquire for the probable 
Incentives or impelling motives. 
With depositors the motives were 
doubtless, 

1. The desire to have something 
laid by in n secure pluce for times 
of greater need, 

2. Desire to make their past ne- 
culations earn something; that is, 
tho desire for “interest on their 
money, This bank offered to pay 5 
per cent interest or deposits, æhuru- 
astho National bank of Lenven- 
worth would offer but 8 per cent. 

Tho desire and the effort to pro- 
vile for the morrow by saving the 
surplus of to-lay is certuinly quite 
right und commendable, but, from 
unr standpoint, the desire nnd effort 
to necumulnte wealth by means of 
interest on money, is neither right 
nor commendable, If tho depositor 
ean get back his own, his principal, 
with absolute certainty whenever 
he may need it, without interest 
this should be all ho ought to ex- 
pect. The desire to get something 
without labor or eare, na the ysarer 
does, is not a goad or commendable 
desire. If then these depositors had 
heen content with a merely nomin- 
al rate of interest or no interest at 
all, they would not now be mourn- 


ing the loss of their scanty earn- 


ings. 


And what of the absconding and 
defaulting Clement? What were 
his controlling motives? From 
Fredonia, N. V., where he formerly 
lived, comes the word that he was 
enshier of the Fredonia national 
bank, while there, and “had the 
highest reputation for integrity. 
He was an activeelder in the Pres- 
byterian church, was interested in 
all church work, and when he went 
it was felt that the whole commun- 
ity had suffered a loss. IIe was the 
guardian of many trusts, and many 
persons of ingderate means in Fre- 
donia put in his hands their small 
savings and are now left penniless.” 
In Leavenworth: it is srid of him 
that he ‘was a great Sunday School 
man, that he attended church regu- 
larly and was in the habit of mak- 
ing talks in class-meeting.” 

$y many it will be said, now 
since heis fallen, that ho was al- 
ways n scheming hypocrite aod that 
he used the church and Sunday 
School as nids in order the more 
easily to cheat his fellownien. This 
explanation may be the correct one, 
but a more probable theory is that 
Clement was no worse than the av- 
ernge of men, perhaps not so gross - 
ly selfish as the average. Me was 
drawn to the church aud Sunday 
School from conscientious mutives, 
believing it to be his duty to work 
with and for them, But he alse 
lovel respectulnlity—popularity— 
and he saw that to be respectable 
end popular it wasnece: sary to have 
money. He saw that to get money 
he must get out of the herd of 
wage-lnborers or of the toiers at 
productive employment. ‘To get 
money lie must have other people to 
work for him—that is, he must bea 
capitalist, or he must be a specu- 
lator. To become either of these 
he must bave the use of same mou- 
ey to begin with., ‘To start a Sav- 
ing’s Bank and thereby get the nse 
of other people's money, seemed 
to him, no doubt, the easiest and 
best way. Helnewalso that he could 
bauklargely upon the credulity of 
men andespecially women and child- 
ren. His observation and experience 
inthe church and SundnySchool had 
shown Kim thatthe clergy depend 
largely if not solely upon the cred- 
ulity of their hearers for success in 
business; then why should not he 
make uso of the same clement or 
principle in human nature to secure 
success in his busines? 

Quoting again from the Zines? 
correspondence: 

Sloszon, only last week, wrote a lotter 
to the Hon, R. W. Parrott at Waco, Texas, 
in which he stated that siuce the prohibitory 
law was enforced in Leavenworth the labor- 
ing classes had been enviug their inouey to 
such an oxtont as to requtro the organization 
of n savings bank, which was doing a big 
business, 

So, then, this is to be the outcome 
of the prohihition-luw-nud-ordler 
movement in Leavenworth, viz: 
Men and boys are to be stopped 
froni spending their money in sa- 
loons so that the leaders in Christian 
or Snnday School morality may have 
a better chance to, fleece the denr 
people through savings banks nnd 
other swindling deviecs!

RHE CRIME OF INE 
QUILTY OF A TORRISLR CRIME. 


Springfield. Mo., Julr 29,--Stubbs was ur. 
rested In tha north part of the county last 
night, just adhe was leaving tor other parts, 
and this morning waa arcalgned before Just- 
feo West and pleaded guilty fo having dived 
in tneestwith Rladrurhter fur tho last four 
years, Indefanitof ball he wna gentto sail 
tonwall thenctinnof the grand jury. His 
daughter is now years of ago and enceinte, 
Her brutal father ian widower, i years old, 
and came to this country from northwest Ar- 
kansae severaAiyenrs ago. Eg. 


One of the most plausible argu- 
ments of those who uphold tho 
paternnlisticor authoritarian theory of 
government, is that under Individualism 
or Anarchism there waukl be no an- 
thority to reach and punish such crimes 
na incest. This lende us to consider 
whether incest, or the sex-nasanciation 
of persons within certnin degrees of 
cousangninity, should be reckoned n 
crime or n vide. Bath crimes and vices 
are acta which in heir natura produca 
nohappiness or premature death to the 
victim or subject. II an act produce an 
injury tothe actora own eclf we call it 
a vico iu which case the remedy is edu- 
cation--moral enasioau,-- und not puu- 
ishment by the organization called eo- 
cioty or tho state. In prder to show 
that a crime has heen committed 
it is necessnty ta show that the victim 
of snid injury did not consent to the 
commission ot the act, or that ha or 
she waa not competent to give consent, 
“Volenti non est injurta”--to the con · 
senting no crime is donue— isa legal 


maxim that meets with universal ac- 
centance. 

Take then the caso just quoted. Un- 
less it can De shown that the daughter 
did not give her consent to such sex- 
azsociation, or that her consent was ob- 
tained by threats, by punishment or by 
influence of some sort that amounted te 
compalsion, then we think that the 
charge of erime cannot be sustained. 

What then? Tue moral sense of civ. 
ilized mankind révolts against the idea 
of sex-association between parents aud 
children, brothers and sisters ete., and 
why? Tho only cause or renson founded 
in nature, so far us we know, is that ob- 
servation bas sbcun that the offspring 
of sox- unions between near relatives is 
apt to be woak or diseased in body, 
mind, or both, But the same objection 
is true ns tigainst tho umon of par- 
ents possessing tho sumo or nearly the 
samo “temperaments,” whether related by 
consanguinity or not. 

If then, the state undertakes to pre- 
vent the avila of intermarriage or sex. 
association between those who are not 
fit to boget healthy children, should it 
not also prohibit the sex-association 
of all who nre ot the same or similar 
bodily temperamont? Any physician or 
physiologist will tell you that members 
of the same family, brothers and sisters, 
fathers and daughters, mothers and sone, 
nre often more unlike temperamentally, 
and therefore better qualified by nature 
to beget henlthy offspring, than often 
Are men nud women that nre nowise re- 
lated by ties of blood-kinship. 


But besides the reasons founded in 
nature against tho sex-nssociation of 
those nonrly related by consanguinity 
there arə thought to be certain 
supernatural or theologic reasons. 
It is bolieved that God—whatever that 
word may mean-—has forbidden such as- 
sociation and will punish those who are 
guilty thereof. But if we take the re- 
cords that are usually relied on to show 
whatthe mind of God is,in regard to 
such matters, there is room for grave 
doubt as to whether he always did and 
always would condemn such association, 
In the first place he is suid to have ere- 
ated the human race under conditions 
such as would compel the commission of 
incest. Cain must have committed in. 
cest with his sister or his mother, else 
he must have sought n mate among the 
brnte beaste! So, in the case of Lob aud 
his daughters, God not only permitted 
but seems to bavo greatly blessed the act 
which we now punish under tho name 
ot incost, 

With such eminent examples set bo- 
fore them it should not be thought 
strange, perhaps, that pious men are 
sometimes known to be guilty of the 
crimo (or vice) of incest, asin tho fol- 
lowing case which wo quoto from the 
Truth Seeker of the 30th. ult. 


Willam B. Oakley, of Jittefield, Mass., has 
been found wailty of the criine of Incest with 
his two ilaugbteras, Altredu, nod seventeen, 
tnd Isadore, aged thirteen. The testimons 
showed that for several years past, when Al- 
treda refused to obey him her father would 
whipher with a strup and kick her. The 
xitksdid not dare to reveal thelr father's con- 
duct, becuse he had threatened to kill them 
if they exposed hhn, Atteeda ttnally told the 
story in Mareh last to her mother, nnd Dake 
ley was soon after arrested, two physicians 
testified that the giris had been terribly 
ubused, Oakley, who is forty-five years old, 
carrie bls Bibleinto court with fitm overy 
day, 


It is not elated for what purpose Oake 
loy carried his Biblos into court, but it is 
reasonable to suppose tliat he intended, 
if opportunity had been offered him, to 
show from it that incest is not necessarily 
wrong, since Cod had given it such emi- 
nent sanction. As corroborative of this 
view we hero quote (from momory) the 
language of n prominent clergyman and 
defender of “Christian morality” as 
agai nst “Infidel licentionsness” At the 
“Ghristinn convention“ held here at 
Valloy Falls in the interest of “National 
reform,” Rev, —-——- of Winchester, 
Kan., while iNustrating the propo-ition 
that the commands of Gol are the true 
aud only basis of morality, said: 

“The time was when incest was not a 
crime because God had not yet for- 
hidden it.” 

As Seeulnrists we, of course, must ro- 
pudiate and ignore all euch mutable and 
arhitrary standards of morality, The 
only standards for us ara such as aro 
fonnded in nuture and reason, and these 
teach us that all acts which produco un- 
happiness gre immoral aud wrong, and 
those which produce hevpiness are 
woral aud righu Judged by these 
standards we concludy that sex. ussoœia 
tions between persons closely allied by 
blood ora immoral and wrong for rea- 
sous ulreudy given, and that they’should 
bo prevented or eured as other vices are, 
by etrictly educational methods and 
the application of moral forces; 
but that incest af itselt je not a 
crime, aby moro than the abuse of other 
appetites aro of themselves crimes, To 


become a erime it must take the charac- 
ter of rape, or of ubuse of power by us- 
ing the cexhood of one uot competent 
to give consent. II.

Tho Protestants bave plead most 
strongly against the division of the 
school fnud amopg the various denomi- 
nations.

Rev, J. W. Toland, of Canton, Ohio, is 
engaged in a crnaade against Infidelity, 
making an especial target of Spiritual- 
ism. IIe has gathered some statistics 
which, while affording him much appaz- 
ent comfort, are, taken in connection 
with his commente, not without a moas- 
ure of hope for us. 

Inthe seven counties of Ashtabula, 
Stark, Summit, Drie, Portage, Lake and 
Geauga, there are, according to Her. 
Toland “the largest number of Spirit 
organizations, infidel Clubs, and Free 
Love teachers.” These counties juve 
an aggregate population of 232,000, aud 
in the year ending June 30, 85, two hun- 
dred nnd sixty-two divorce suits wero 
brought, an averuge of one to every 
eight marriage licenses issued in the 
same timo. 


In contrast are placed the seven coun- 
ties, Muskingum, Belmont, Coshocton. 
Guernsey, Holmes, Noble and Monroe, 
in which there are “but two Spiritist or- 
ganizations, and scarcely a vestige of 
avowed Infidelity, or any anti-Christian 
clubs.” Aggregate population, 228,000; 
number of divorces brought in tho year 
ending Juno 30, 85, ninety, making an 
average of one to every twenty-threo 
marriage licenses issued. 


Ot course this is supposed to tell tere 
ribly against Freethought. But does 
it? Is it not more than probable that, 
with our hap-hazard, unscientific, man- 
ner of choosivg mates. a larger percent. 
age oven thau one in cight marrioges 
will prove to have been n mistake, and 
that it will be in every way better for 
the parties to separate? 1 think so, und 
Rov, Toland has unwittingly furnished 
us with evidence in support of this 
view. Of tho seven counties last named, 
the ones where Christianity and andis- 
soluble marriage are generally regarded 
as in the greatest degree conducive to 
morality, he says: “... yet counties for 
which nobody would claim superior ine 
telligence over the former, nor so high 
a degree of culture.” 

As a matter of fact, in the ratio thut 
people become intelligent and truly cul- 
tured do they tend to individualization, 
to the assertion of their natural rights, 
andwe may bo sure that when they 
cense to be dominated by superstition 
those sex unions only which are pbysi- 
ologically, tempornmentally and cethi» 
cally harmonious will be considered 
moral, und in all other instances di- 
vorce will bo regurded as the greatest 
virtue of which the parties aro capable.

But it teaches both Individaalism and Com- 
munism. Mr. James says that the power of 
capitalists rests upon their ability, not to 
use enpitat, bat to withhold it from use. 
Tho inference is that such power must be 
taken from them, vesting it in the people. 
A majority must then control, and we have 
what Anarchists call despotism. Bat very 
soon Mr, James describes the advantage of 
individual control of enterprises over popu- 
lar control, or State Bocialism. What is 
persoual ownership worth without the power 
to nso or refrain from using? “The power 
of the capitalist is conferred by govern. 
ment“ is not in any sense trne, but is based 
from the false notion ihat land ja capita). 
The old doctrine regarding land leads Mr. 
James to strunge conclusions, He states, 
seemingly as a discovery, that rent and in- 
terest must tend to equality. By the rule of 
percentage they nre about equal because 
land value is capitalized according to the 
rent that may be demanded; but in renlity, 
fs rout increases interest decrenses if we 
congider the setual share esch receives of 
production. Thus, if rent and interest, at a 
givon time, claim each ton per cent of the 
product, they are equal; but ecarcity of land 
mny raise ront 20 per cont while Interest re- 
mains nt 10. The prico of land is then doub- 
led, so that the rent is the same on the cap- 
itatized value, as before. Mr, James claims 
Karl’Marx as an Anarchiat; Socialists hold 
him to be the opposite. He also says the 
tariff is state wocialistic, although wo find 
that every State Sociallatis a free trader. 
It ie strange that any Anarchist cau Indorse 
Malthus. When an Irish tenant was starv- 
ing with a snck of osta at his door. to be 
saved for ront, pious persons charged his 
misery to Nature. It is left for au Anarch~ 
lat to aing the same hymn, and in the next 
breath speak of the crisis which will come 
upon us when foreign marketa will no longer 
reliove us of over. produetion! We may 
question the logic of a man who will assert: 

“Malthaa taught with consistency and 
firmness that popolation, under the most 
favorabla conditions, na in new countries 
like the United States, increases faster than 
the monna of subsistence cun continue to in 
crense.“ 

The productivo power of a new country fa 
aurely not ro great as that of an old country, 
Yet the period of emal! production la called 
“the most favorable” tothe prodaction of 
subsistence; and after invention and co-op- 
ornilon have doublod the capacity of each 
individgal, the whole nro in grenter danger 
of starvation, and n failure to find a foreign 
market for their artioles of subsistence, com. 
polling them to consume their own wealth, 
beings dire want and ruin, 

These woighty truths“ nre nid to “deal 
deadly Llows nt the absurdities of State So- 
elrllam;“ but as the “tratha’ are euch gauzy 
falsehoods, the blows are not palpable, 
“Rent would be no evil if only actual colti.
